ZOO BOARD DECIDES 
TO SPEND $5000 
FOR GIANT PANDA 


One Due in New York Soon 
to Be Purchased, If in 
Good Health. 


Purchase of a giant panda for 
not more than $5000 was author- 
ized today by the Zoological Board 
of Control, meeting in the Mayor's 
office. George P. Vierheller, direc- 
tor of the St. Louis Zoo, said he 
would leave today or tomorrow for 
New York .to meet Louis Ruhe, 
animal dealer, who is scheduled to 
arrive there soon with a panda. 


If the animal is in good health, 
Vierheller said, it will be kept in 
New York for a few days’ rest and 
then brought here. 
The first panda ever to be ex- 
hibited in captivity was brought 
to America less than three years 
ago by Mrs. Ruth Harkness, widow 
of an explorer. Named Su-lin, it 
was sold to Chicago’s Brookfield 
Zoo for about $10,000. It lived 
there for 14 months, gaining in 
weight from 14 to 135 pounds, but 
died of pneumonia after having 
swallowed a twig. 
Pandas are found only in the wilds 
of Tibet and only about six have 
been brought to this country since 
Su-lin first arrived. They look 
like teddy bears, having white fur, 
black legs; black abdomen, and 
little black circles around their 
eyes.

LONDON, June 16 (AP).—The 
British Government declared today 
that any attempt to restrict British 
rights in China would bring “imme- 
diate and active steps” by Britain. 

The Foreign Office took the un- 
usual step of issuing a communi- 
que to express concern over state- 
ments by Japanese spokesmen that 
Japan demanded “that the British 
authorities co-operate with the 
Japanese in the construction of a 
‘new order’ in the East.” 

The communique said: 

“British circles cannot but take a 
most serious view of the further 
demands which have been made 
and which raise the widest issues 
affecting the rights of all those 
Powers which have treaty rights in 
China, 

“They would mean the abandon- 
ment under threats of force of the 
policy which His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have followed in the past, 
which is the same as that of other 
great Powers with interests in the 
Far East.” 

“If Developments Foreshadow.” 

The communique was issued as 
the Japanese-British crisis in 
China continued, with the Japanese 
army blockading the British and 
French concessions in Tientsin. 
“It is still hoped that the Japa- 
nese authorities may not maintain 
their refusal to give further consid- 
eration to the proposals which have 
been made to localize the incident,” 
the communique continued. 
“But if, unhappily, the new de- 
mands foreshadowed from official 
Japanese sources in North China 
should be persisted in, then it must 
be said at once that an extremely 
serious situation will arise and that 
the British Government will have 
to consider what immediate and 
active steps they can take for the 
protection of British interests in 
China.”

Details of Buckner Letter.

“Parenthetically,” he wrote, “it 
should be said that the co-opera- 
tion and consideration shown by 
Mr. McNutt came as a result of his 
personal esteem for the committee 
counsel, George Schein, who ar- 
ranged the introduction to Mr. Mc- 
Nutt.” 

$100 Par Proposal Rejected. 
Buckner, at the time, was trying 
to effect some kind of settlement 
of the bondholders’ problem. He 
talled on Capt. Thomas J. Dugan, 
thief of the Division of Investiga- 
tion of the Department of Justice 
of the commonwealth, he said, and 
enlisted his aid. 

“Capt. Dugan,” he wrote, “enjoys 
the implicit trust of the leaders of 
the Philippine Government, and 
through him an approach to Presi- 
dent Quezon and Felipe Buencami- 
no, chairman of the Nationalist 
party and acting Speaker of the 
Legislature, was made possible. 
“Both of these men have been 
convinced of the merits of our con- 
tention and have, therefore, agreed 
that the bonds must be purchased 
by the Philippine Government.”

ASBURY PARK, N. J., June 16 
(AP).—Urging an end “to the an- 
cient practice of passing out Gov- 
ernment jobs in payment of polit- 
ical debts,” Attorney-General Mur- 
phy asserted last night the Gov- 
ernment payroll was not “a legiti- 


mate field for charity and benevo- 
lence toward special groups and 
persons who lack qualification for 
public service.” 
“Both notions,” he said in a ra- 
dio address, “are unsound, poor po- 
litical science and above all, poor 
public economy.” : 
Speaking to the Eastern Region- 
al Conference of the Civil Service 
Assembly of the United States and 
Canada, Murphy advocated a bil- 
lion dollar “operation. on the public 
payroll” because “I maintain that 
instead of 4,000,000 employes, less 
than 3,000,000 should be plenty; 
and instead of a payroll of six bil- 
lion dollars per year, less than five 
billion should suffice.” 

$200 a Year Per Family. 
He said the six billion dollars 
in salaries to national, state and 
local Government workers made 
the cost to the average family $200 
& year, or more than 13 per cent of 
its income. _., 
“IT am sure,” he continued, “you 
will agree with me that 13 per cent 
of a family’s annual income for the 
public payroll is too much. Either 
family income should be increased 
or the public payroll should be re- 
duced. And at this moment the 
most immediately promising step 
seems to be an operation on the 
public payroll.” He added, how- 
ever: 
“In saying that our public pay- 
rolls should be reduced, I am not 
proposing drastic curtailment of 
governmental functions and activi- 
ties. On the contrary, I am strong- 
ly, of the opinion that every gov- 
ernmental function—national, state 
and local—which is clearly neces- 
sary to prot@t the physical ana 
mental security of our people 
should be continued.” 


Graft and Waste. 

He contended that a large per- 
centage of public jobs was con- 
trolled by machine politics and spe- 
cial interest groups whose opposi- 
tion, together “with public ignor- 
ance of . . . inefficiency, graft 
and waste resulting from the spoils 
system, has been enough to under-| 
mine virtually every substantial ef- 
fort to establish and enforce sound 
personal management in our Gov- 
ernment.” 

Asserting there was still a 
“broad and fertile” field for civil 
service reform, Murphy observed: 
“Perhaps the public has been 
apathetic—as it-so often is about 
reforms of the less spectacular 
variety.

“The American Father of 1939,” 
a postal clerk in West Plains, Mo., 
was in St. Louis today with his 
wife and 12-year-old son, en route 


to New York where they will ap- 
pear on a national radio program 
tomorrow night. Guy Smith Buck, 
his wife and son were so excited 
about it they were up at 7 o’clock 
this morning, although they arrived 
after midnight. 

Yesterday there was even more 
of a to-do. West Plains, a town 
of 3500 persons in the south central 
part of the State only 20 miles from 
Arkansas, hadn’t had anything so 
big happen since 40 persons were 
killed in an explosion some 11 years 
ago. 

Everyone knew Buck. Even the 
children called. him by his first 
name because they saw him every 
day when he carried the mail. 
When he and his family got on the 
ttrain there was a big crowd on 
hand. “They said so many nice 
things about me,” Buck related 
proudly, “that I told them they 
won't be able to say anything bet- 
ter when they put me in the ceme- 
tery.” 

Nominated by Wife and Son. 
He was proposed the “American 
Father of 1939” in a letter written 
by his wife. They were listening 
to the radio about two weeks ago 
and after the announcer told of the 
national competition for the title, 
young Phil spoke up: “I nominate 
my father, Guy Smith Buck.” 
“There was a solemn moment 


and nobody said a word,” Mrs. 
Buck related, “Then Guy said, 
‘Thank you, son.’ He didn’t 
think any more about it but I 


wrote a letter. I told them what 
great pals my husband and son 
were, how they fish together, and 
how we're raising some goats on 
our five acres, which we call our 
‘lower forty,’ and things like that. 
Then, Wednesday noon, they called 
me from New York and told me we 
had won and could all go to New 
York. Before they made the final 
decision, though, the sponsors of 
the radio program called _ the 
Mayor and two business men and 
found Guy really deserved the 
honor.” 

Buck works in the postoffice from 
10:30 in the morning to 8:30 at 
night, with two hours out for lunch 
and dinner. In the morning he 
milks six goats and, with his son, 
feeds their chickens, 80 ducks, tur- 
keys and 11 kids. He enjoys movies 
and friends usually like to go on 
the nights he goes because he 
laughs so much that they enjoy the

In Navy During War. 

He is a captain in the Army Re- 
serve and was in the National 
Guard for eight years. During the 
war he served in the Navy for 14 
months.

“A lot of boys. in 
town joined the National Guard 
because they kr.w the Skipper, as 
they call him, and their parents let 
them join because they know that 
anything Guy has a finger in is all 
right,” Mrs. Buck explained 
proudly.

When they awakened in the ho- 
tel this morning, young Phil 
thought for a moment they were 
in a Chinese house because “it had 
a hole in the middle.” ‘ The hole 
was the court in the center of the 
building. Phil, a chubby, rather 
bashful boy, plays the trombone in 
the town band. Occasionally his 
father, who taught him how to 
play, fills in. “That’s why the band 
couldn’t be there to se@ us off yes- 
terday,” Mrs. Buck explained. 
“With the two of them getting on 
the train, the band wouldn’t be so 
good.” 

“That first night we got the news 
about our winning the contest we 
didn’t sleep a wink,” Buck recalled. 
“We just kept tossing and turning 
all night. I’ve been to New York 
before, during the war, but she’s 
never been farther than St. Louis 
and Kansas City, except once when 
she took a trip to Colorado.

Poll of 2572 Along Street 
‘Shows Pedestrians Want 
“Traffic Obstructions.” 


Traffic’ cones—those massive in- 
land lighthouses offering a bulwark 
to pedestrians and a middle-of-the- 
street obstruction to motorists—are 
here to stay, Director of Streets 
and Sewers Frank J. McDevitt con- 
cluded today after polling 2572 per- 
sons residing or in business along 
Gravois avenue. 

Bickering about those cones has 
troubled McDevitt ever since he 
got the job six years ago.. Every 
time a motorist smashes up against 
one of them, there is comment, 
amateur and editorial.

The vote was 2173 for keeping 
the cones, 70 for taking them out, 
with 329 not voting.

The only substantial revenue in 
prospect before the general tax 
collections begin is the collection 
of the new cigarette tax, the quar- 
terly gasoline tax payment, which 
will bring in about $30,000 on Aug. 
1, and the merchants’ and manu- 
facturers’ license tax payment, 
which in the past has brought in 
as much as $1,000,000.

A Philadelphia banker, William 
R. Kurtz, president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Co., said the long term bank 
loans of up to 10 years, provided 
by the Mead bill, “may turn out 
to be severe headaches later.” 

Heads of divisions of state and 
national banks in the A. B. A, also 
opposed the insured loan proposal. 

H, E. Cook, Bucyrus (O.) head of 
the A. B. A.’s national bank division, 
said present difficulties resulted 
from “unwillingness of individuals 
and business to borrow” rather 
than unwillingness of banks or in- 
vestors toe lend. 

H. W. Koeneke, Ponca City, Ok., 
head of the State bank division, 
said attempts to force lower inter- 
est rates on bank loans would low- 
er revenue and “might force many 
country banks into liquidation.” 

Mead said he would present wit- 
nesses next week to refute testi- 
mony of the bankers. 

Mead told the subcommittee op- 
position of bankers was to be ex- 
pected. 

“The bankers opposed liberalizing 
the Federal Reserve and Govern- 
ment insurance bank deposits,” 
Mead said. “They opposed things 
that have been a boon and life 
saver to banks.” 

Senators Frazier (Rep.), North 
Dakota, and Adams (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, protested that bank’s could 
not compete with the Farm Credit 
Administration on farm loans be- 
cause of its liberal terms.

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RUSSELL ASKS AMERICANS 
TO SUPPORT ENGLISH BOMBINGS 


Irish Republican Army Leader 
Says They Will Continue Uhtil 
Demands Are Granted. 

NEW YORK, June 16 (AP).—Sean 
Russell, commander-in-ehief of the 
Irish Republican army, called on 
Americans of Irish descent last 
night to lend their moral and fi- 
nancial support to the army’s “or- 
ganized will-o’-the-wisp bombings” 
of English cities. 

Addressing an estimated 3000 
members of the Clan Na Gael and 
I. R. A. clubs, Russell declared the 
bombings would continue until 
Britain withdrew her troops from 
Ireland and released every Irish 
prisoner now in English prisons. 

The bombings were arranged to 
prevent loss of life, he added, “but 
if any of our men are executed 
Wwe cannot give assurances that 
we'll exercise the same care.” 

Russell, who was arrested in De- 
troit June 5, the day before King 
George and Queen Elizabeth ar- 
rived at Windsor, Ont., across the 
border, thanked “your great Presi- 
dent for his prompt and generous 
action th one of our men in diffi- 
culties a few days ago.”

nation’s new armament construc-

BERLIN, June 16 (AP).—Reichs- 
bank President Walther Funk an- 
nounced last night that a new law 
reorganizing the bank, placing it 
directly under the orders of Chan- 
célior Hitler and eliminating for- 
eignere from holding shares, would 
be published in the official gazette 
today. 

Funk said that foreigners who 
hold Reichsbank shares would be 
recompensed 100 per cent for the 
surrender of them. It was estt- 
mated that foreigners hold 385,000,- 
000 to 40,000,000 reichsmarks ($14,- 
000,000 to $16,000,00) of the total of 
150,000,000 reichsmarks ($60,000,000) 
of Reichsbank shares. 

Funk disclosed that Hitler him- 
self had drawn up proposals for 
recompensing foreign holders which 
are to be passed on by a general 
assembly meeting of the bank 
called for June 30. 

These proposals offer foreigners 
two shares of the gold discount 
bank bearing 4 per cent interest 
for each Reichsbank share they 
hold.

It Has Deposited. $1,127,062 
for 8 of 40 It Has So Far 
Got Judgment On. 


The Government took title to 
five more blocks in the riverfront 
memoria] site yesterday, with pay- 
ments into United States District 
Court making a total of $1,127,062 
deposited for eight blocks on which 
it may take physical possession in 
60 days.

ton announced that he would ten- 


der payment to court for the en- 
tire 40-block site by June 30, when 
the $6,750,000 Federal allotment to 
the $9,000,000 memorial fund will 
expire. 

This procedure enables the Gov- 
ernment to make payment and 
take possession, where advisable, 
without delay for final settlement 
with contesting property owners. 
District Attorney Blanton explained 
that the Government would wait 
on the reasonable convenience of 
occupants in taking actual posses- 
sion. 

Property owners can collect the 
cash in court on determination of 
their respective interests. Where 
agreements have been made—now 
covering more than half the own- 
érs, with slightly less than half 
the dollar value of damage awards 
—the payment is. final, Owners 
who do not agree retain the right 
to contest.

Scientific Expedition to Spend Year Sounding, 
Studying, Charting, Above and Below Sea, 
in Area Bigger Than U. S. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—When 
and how was the Pacific Ocean 
born? What is the architecture 
of the continents that rim it— 
their foundation, their floor plans, 
their structure? What happens 
when earthquakes shake up and 
volcanic outpourings crumple the 
ocean floor? 

These and many other ques- 
tions are to be investigated, it was 
announced today, by a 12-month 
expedtion which will explore a 
Pacific area larger than the Unit- 
ed States and visit islands whose 
romance has attracted writers 
from the days of Melville and 


| Stevenson to those of Nordoff and 


Hall, 

The expedition, to be sent out by 
the National Geographic Society 
and the University of Virginia, 
with the co-operation of the Unit- 
ed States Coast Guard, will make 
depth soundings, bring up samples 
of sea bottom deposits, carefully 
map magnetic conditions and slight 
differences in the pull of gravity, 
and make maps and photographs 
from the air. 

. Co-ordinated Studies. 

The expedition will be the first 
to make co-ordinated studies of 
this sort over so large an area and 
is expected to result in safer navi- 
gation for the increasing aircraft 
and steamer traffic in this region. 
This important aspect of the expe- 
dition’s work is responsible for the 
close co-operation of the Coast 
Guard and for the interest of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Secretary of State 
Hull and Under-Secretary Welles, 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau and Rear Admiral Russell B. 
Waesche, commandant of the Coast 
Guard, which made the scientific 
cruise possible. 

Along with the scientific work, 
the Coast Guard will make a survey 
of the present and future needs for 
navigational aids and radio facili- 
ties to contribute to the safety of 
marine and air commerce. 

The region to be surveyed covers 
approximately 4,500,000 square 
miles, once and a half the size of 
the United States. It extends from 
Kingman Reef on the north to the 
Tonga and Cook islands on the 
south, and from Ducie Island on 
the east to Nauru Island and the 
Gilbert groups on the west. In 
general it covers an irregular area 
with a maximum distance of 5000 
miles east and west and 2500 miles 
north and south, situated south of 
the Hawaiian Islands and northeast 
of Australia and New Zealand. 

All of the islands within the re- 
gion are owned by or are under 
mandate to the United States, Great 
Britain, France or New Zealand. 
Among the better-known islands 
are Canton, recently dedicated to 
joint use as an American and Brit- 
ish air base; Pitcairn, home of de- 
scendants of the mutineers of the 
Bounty; Tahiti, and the Samoan 
group. The expedition plans to es- 
tablish major bases on 20 or more 
islands, from each of which 10 to 
50 islands will be examined. - 

With Géographic’s Aid. 

Leader of the expedition will be 
Wilbur A, Nelson, Corcoran profes- 
sor of geology at the University of 
Virginia. The National Geographic 
Society will provide four geophysi- 
cists, a geographer and _  cartog- 
rapher and a photographer. Other 
members of the party will be ex- 
perts on the magnetism of the earth 
from the department of terrestrial 
magnetism of the Carnegie Institu- 
tion, experts on gravity and geodesy 
from the U. S. Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, a naturalist from _ the 
Smithsonian Institution specializing 
in marine biology and related sub- 
jects, and a specialist who will ob- 
tain cores of°mud from the ocean 
floor. The National Broadcasting 
Co. will send radio engineers with 
the expedition to investigate radio 
phenomena, and will arrange a 
number of broadcasts by members 
of the scientific party from remote 
islands. 

The expedition’s ship will be one 
of the larger vessels of the Coast 
Guard, equipped with a seaplane 
and apparatus for taking sonic 
depth soundings. The date of de- 
parture will be about Sept. 15. 
Geological Structure. 

One of the important objectives 
of the expedition will be to gather 
data relating to the theory of iso- 
stasy, which concerns the structure 
of the continents and ocean basins. 
According to this theory, the conti- 
nents are composed of comparative- 
ly light-weight masses of rock while 
denser rock forms the crust under 
ocean areas. Measurements of the 


pedition will test the isostatic con- 
dition of the great Pacific region. 
On islands of volcanic origin grav- 
ity should be greater than where 
the island is capped by great beds 
of light coral rocks. Some of the 
islands are formed from coral which 
has accumulated on submerged ex- 
tinct volcanoes, The coral and vol- 
canic islands are known as the “Pa- 
cific type,” while some other is- 
lands containing granite are 
thought to have been originally as- 
sociated with continents. 

Measurements of variations in the 
pull of gravity on different islands 
will help determine the type of geo- 
logical structure that lies beneath 
the surface. 


Magnetism and Navigation. 
The expedition’s measurements of 
the earth’s magnetism at various 


points will have an important prac- 
tical application to safety of navi- 
gation by sea and by air. The 
earth’s magnetism at any given 
point is slowly but constantly 
changing its direction, which 
causes the compass needle to point 
in a gradually varying direction. 
Unless a ship captain or airplane 
pilot is familiar with the compass’ 
variations from true north in any 
given region he may easily get off 
his course.

FOR WIDOW INVALID 


State Supreme Court Holds J. 
M. Merz’ Widow. Entitled 
to Half of Estate. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 16. — 
A $330,000 trust fund established 
by Julius M. Meiz of St. Louis 
two weeks before his death in 1934, 
under which his widow was to re- 
ceive $200 a month for life, was 
declared invalid today by the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, which held | 
the widow, now Mrs. Louis R. 
Szombathy, was entitled instead to 
her statutory share of one-half the | 

property. 

The Supreme Court, Division 1, 
affirmed a judgment of St. Louis 
Circuit Court as to the widow's 
rights, holding that the purpose of 
the trust was to deprive the widow | 
of her lawful share of her hus- 
band’s property. 

It reversed that part of the Cir- 
cuit Court judgment which had 
held the trust valid in-all respects 
except as to the widow. The re- 
mainder of the trust, upheld by the 
lower court and invalidated by the 
higher court today, provided also | 
for $200-a-month payments to a 
brother, Dr. Adolph Merz of St.. 


In its decision the Supreme Court 
ordered the half remaining after 
delivery of the widow’s half to Mrs. 
Szombathy to be turned over to the 
executors under the will of Julius 
Merz. Thus, epparently, Dr. Merz, 
a co-executor, becomes legal heir 
to the half to be tarned over to 
the executors, since he and the wid- | 
ow were named equal heirs in the 
will, after specific bequests totaling 
$8500. The will disposed of about 
$44,500.

PARIS GIVES SHOW 
ON WHAT TO WEAR 
IN THE NEXT WAR 


Two-Piece Yellow Oilskin Suit 
With Gas Mask and 
Boots Popular. 


PARIS, June 16. — Paris, which 
long has prided itself on being the 
world’s fashion center, opened a 
new kind of style show yesterday, 
displaying what to wear in case of 
war, oe 
The show is a 10-day “exposition 
of security” organized by the Na- 
tional Defense Ministry. 
The favorite model appeared to 
be a two-piece yellow or green oil- 
skin suit with a gas mask, mit- 
tens and rubber boots as acces- 
sories during air raids. Many of 
the hundreds who gaped at the ex- 
hibits were uniformed troops on 
leave—taking a busman’s holiday. 
The popular oilskin suits could 
be bought for from 300 to 600 francs. 
($7.95 to $15.90). They had capes 
that covered the head and bloom- 
ers that tucked into boots. 
Accessories included portable 
fire-extinguishers, flashlights and 
cans of anti-gas chemicals. 
To demonstrate the reason for 
all this the Air Ministry put on a 
special show of explosives, incen- 
diary gas and shrapnel bombs, 
The War Ministry, which long 
has guarded the secret: of its anti- 
aircraft defenses, put its newest 
guns on display. The major piece 
was a 75-millimeter anti-aircraft 
gun which fires 20 shots a minute 
with a range of 42,650 feet. 
Others ranged from an _ eight 
‘millimeter machine-gun which fires 
500 shots a minute at a 49,200-foot 
range to a naval gun of 90 milli- 
meters with a range of 4875 feet. 
Listening posts, lookout posts, 
sirens, sandbag defenses and dug- 
outs surrounded by batteries also 
were on display.

Sound Advice From Alf M. Landon to the 
Republican Party — It Is Not Only the 
‘President Who ‘Has Been “Throwing 
Monkey Wrenches.” 


WASHINGTON, June 16. 


OME men wither away after a 
S political defeat, others gain new 

stature. Of the latter class is 
Alf M. Landon, the Republican can- 
didate for President in 1936. 

If there ever was a man who 
might have been expected to sink 
into political oblivion after failure 
at the polls, it was Mr. Landon. His 
campaign was ineptly managed, his 
radio manner was unfortunate; his 
personality was completely over- 
shadowed by that of his glamorous 
opponent; he wound up with only 
two states in his column. He seemed 
to be headed for a quick exit from 
the public view. 

What is said here is not intended 
as a boost for the Kansan as a 
‘presidential possibility—for he has 
formally renounced all ambition in 
that direction and there is no rea- 
son whatsoever to doubt his good 
faith—but it is set down in recog- 
nition of Mr. Landon’s fine conduct 
as an American citizen and a lead- 
er of the Republican party since his 
defeat. If a poll could be taken on 
the subjeet, there is no doubt it 
would show that his course since 
1936 has raised him enormously in 
public esteem. 

I have always felt that if he had 
not been pulled and hauled by rival 
sets of advisers in 1936, if he had 
been permitted to campaign 
throughout as his natural home- 
spun self, and along his own lines, 
he would have made a much better 
showing than he did. As the event 
showed, he could not possibly have 
won, but his admirable qualities 
would have been apparent much 


earlier. 


The American people love a good 
loser, and Mr. Landon—unlike Al 
Smith—quickly proved himself all 
of that. ‘None who heard him will 
forget the sportsmanship of his 
clever speech at a gridiron dinner 
not long after his defeat. Then 
came his effective aid to the ad- 


ministration in putting down the 
ill-advised Ludlow resolution; he 
showed then, concretely, that he 


had meant what he said when he 
recalled the old adage about poli- 
tics ending at the water line. The 
same conception of Americanism

NAZIS TO BUILD ROADS 
IN SLOVAKIA T0 POLAND 


German Engineers to Supervise 
Work—Berlin Lends Pro- 
tectorate $48,000,000. 


BRATISLAVA, Slovakia, .June 
16 (AP).—A program for the con~ 
struction of highways leading to 
the Polish frontier has been draft- 
ed by the Slovak Government and 
its Nazi German protectors, it is 


learned today from official quar- 
ters. War Minister Ferdinand 
Scatlos said the highways probably 
would be of military significance. 

Other officials said German en- 
gineers would supervise the con- 
struction linking trunk highways 
with those of other nations, includ- 
ing Germany. 

Scatlos confirmed reports that 
Slovak factories in the Vag River 
valley were producing large quan- 
tities of war materials for Ger- 
many, which established a military 
protectorate over Slovakia March 
16 during the breakup of Czecho- 
Slovakia. 

Slovakia has 30,000 men under 
arms, the War Minister declared, 
and could mobilize 300,000 more, 

Scatlos asserted recent deserm 
tions of Slovak soldiers and avia- 
tors to Poland occurred because 
they were “not acclimatized to our 
new spiritual environment.” 

Sources close to the Govern- 
ment said last night that WNazl 
120,000,000 marks (nominally $48,- 
000,000) to the economically hard- 
pressed Slovak republic. 

Simultaneously, Foreign Minister 
Ferdinand Durciansky told mem- 
bers of the Slovak National Assem- 
bly that Germany’s guarantee of 
the little country’s independence is 
“of the highest importance.” 

“There is nothing standing in the 
way of Germany annexing a part 
or all of Slovakia, but her guaran- 
tee of our independence is valid,” 
the Foreign Minister said. “She 
has also helped us economically.” 

He energetically asserted Slovakia 
had retained her sovereignty. Re- 
lations with other foreign Powers 
were improving and while he de- 
scribed relations with Poland as 
good, he added: “We cannot say 
as much for Hungary, but it can 
no longer be denied that we are 
getting on better terms with Buda- 
pest.” 

“Enemies of our state are 
whispering that we are not inde- 
pendent,” he asserted. “These state- 
ments are based on the fact that

This exploitation is usually done by 
legal sanction, usually through some gov- 
ernment body—city, state or national— 
and is accepted because of the plea that 
quality makes higher prices necessary. 

With this explanation, both milk and

I saw a statement recently, for example,

'risen from 348,000 bushels in 1932 to 86,365,- 
000 bushels in 1937, and that wheat imports 
had expanded from 9,938,000 to. 17,835,000 
bushels over the same period. 

From these facts, it was concluded, first, 
that the Hull trade agreement program 
was responsible, and, second, that the inter- 
ests of the American farmer were jeopar- 
dized by these imports. If one follows 
this line of reasoning, obviously something

this great influx of foreign grain and other 
farm products. 

The above statistics are quite accurate 
and may be found in published official docu- 
ments. They are not adequate, however, as 
a basis for the conclusions drawn from 
‘them. As partial truths, they engender false- 
‘hoods. The missing links in the chain of 
facts necessary to an understanding of the 
true picture will illustrate.

In the first place, production figures in 
1932 show that the United States produced 
a corn crop of 2,575,611,000 bushels. This 
large harvest was more than ample for its 
needs and it was able to export 8,486,000 
bushels. True, it imported 384,000 bushels 
of corn, but this was largely for special 
purposes, possibly for seed, for experimental 
use or for mixing or blending in the milling 
processes. 

If we take the total production, deduct 
the exports and add the imports, we arrive 
at a figure of 2,577,473,000 bushels of corn 
available for home consumption in 1932, a 
fairly normal year. The crop was larger by 
some 500,000,000 bushels than the year be- 
fore, but compared favorably with the aver- 
age crop of the 1920s. 

The price, however, was low, averaging 
about 32 cents per bushel for the year, as 
contrasted with nearly 60 cents for the year 
1930-31. Actually, corn farmers fared rather 
poorly in 1932, despite the almost negligible 
imports. 

Contrast 1932 with 1937 from this broader 
perspective. The~corn crop for 1987 was 
over a billion bushels less than the 1932 
crop. Following 1932, there had been two 
|good corn harvests and three poor crops. 
The average production for 1935-37 was 
1,756,000,000 bushels, as compared with an 
average of 2,636,000,000 bushels for the years 
1932-34, while the 1937 crop was but 1,507,- 
000,000 bushels. 

Despite imports nearly 250 times as great 
as in 1932, there were available 'for domestic 
consumption, after exporting some 6,000,000 
bushels, but 1,587,316,000 bushels of corn, or 
nearly one billion bushels less than were 
available in 1932 

In the meantime, the average price per 
bushel received by farmers, responding to 
the sharply reduced supply, had been 
forced up by buyers from 32 cents to nearly 
$1. The average value of domestic produc- 
tion of corn rose from between $800,000,000 
and $900,000,000 in 1982, to about $1,500,000,- 
000 in 1937.

BERLIN, June 16 (AP).—Nazi of- 
ficials, irritated by reports abroad 
of German troop movements alleg- 
edly aimed at the partitioning of 
Slovakia, began a counter campaign 
yesterday against what they termed 
“foreign lies.” They centered their 
fire on Great Britain. 

Holding the British responsible 

for “a deliberate campaign of lies,” 
they declared Britain’s object was

gotiations (with Soviet Russia) 
which have not been going well.” 
They said they took the veiw that 
“Britain and France must create 
an atmosphere of danger, first to 
convince their own people of the 
necessity of collaborating with Sov- 
iet Russia and secondly to impress 
Russia so that Soviets will quit 
haggling and sign up.” 
Nazis repeated denials of any 
abnormal troop movements in con- 
nection with reports that Germany 
and Hungary were planning to di- 
vide up economically hard-pressed 
Slovakia. 

Meanwhile they spoke of Britain’s 
“painful position” in the Far East. 

Germany’s* propaganda machine 
reacted quickly to British plans for 
a foreign publicity department.

GERLING FOR TEACHERS’ PAY 
AND LIVING STANDARDS STUDY 


In Letter He Says Consideration 
of School Economies Calls for 
Such a Survey. 


In a letter to the public school 
teaching corps yesterday, Superin- 


tendent of Instruction Henry J. 
Gerling said that consideration of 
school economies called for a study 
of salaries and living standards. He 
expressed hope that such a study 
could be made, but said that, if it 
was, no conclusions could be 
reached or forecasts made before 
the reopening of the schools in Sep- 
tember. 

Counsel and co-operation of 
teachers and principals will be 
sought in formation of policies, he 
added. Attention, he declared, 
should be given to frugality in ad- 
ministrative expenditures and in 
maintenance of schoolhouses. The 
letter called attention to the con- 
tinued expenditure by the board of 
more than its current income, with 
the prediction that the excess would 
be more than $1,000,000 in the com- 
ing fiscal year. 

Acute financial problems were 
growing in all large American 
schools systems, he related, saying 
the situation was not as bad here 
as elsewhere, and that St. Louis 
was not facing radical salary reduc- 
tions such as had become necessary 
in some other cities.

NEW YORK, June 16 (AP). — 
Henry Ford seid at the New York 
World's Fair today that “most of 
the nations represented here are 
so sick of war that, if it only rest- 
ed with them, there would never 
be another one.” 

His address ran about 300 words, 

“All this progress,” he said, “did 
not come from passing laws or 
making speeches—it came because 
men did something to serve an un- 
filed need; it came from men's 


hands and from the land.” 

His last previous speech in New 
York was a one-sentence, 25-word 
six-second statement at the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation dinner more than a year 
ago. 

The occasion of his address today 
was one close to his heart. He wel- 
comed to the fair grounds the 27,- 
000,000th Ford automobile, which 
had been driven here from the San 
Francisco Exposition. 

“It was at a World's Fair 46 
years ago,” he recalled, “that I 
got an idea that started my mind 
working on what proved to be my 
life’s job.” 

He referred to the Columbian 
Exposition at Chicago in 1893. 
There he saw a fire engine with 
a gasoline-powered pump, and went 
home determined to construct a 
gasoline motor light enough to 
mount on a carriage, but strong 
enough to pull it. He built an en- 
gine with materials costing less 
than $1, and it became the fore- 
runner of 27,000,000. others. 

Harking back to his own expertl- 
ence in 1893, Ford added, “the prin- 
cipal thing the young man — the 
real maker of the world of tomor- 
row—will see at this fair is that 
the work motive far outstrips the 
profit motive.” 

Of the various nations’ exhibits, 
he said, “these exhibits, and not 
their wars, show their real charac- 
ter. 
sent to this fair the things they 
are really proud of, the things they 
want to be judged by.

Dee te Prepara on for Midmonth Pay- 
rolls, Reserve Board Says. 
WASHINGTON, June 16 ‘AP). — The 
Federai Reserve Board estimated today 
the banks had $4,260,000,000 of idle 
excess reserves on June 14, a decrease 
of $20,000,000 from the preceding week. 
The decrease was ascribed primarily 
to a $50,000,000 temporary decrease of 
money in circulation due to preparations 

for midmonth payrolls. 

The board’s statement said: 

“During the week ended June 14 mem- 
ber bank rese.ve balances increased $48,- 
000,000. Additions to member bank re- 
serves arose from decreases of $50,000,000 
in money in circulation and .$7,000,000 
in Treasury deposits with Federal Reserve 
banks and increases of $29,000,000 in 
reserve bank credit, $40,400,000 in gold 
stock and $4,000,000 in Treasury cur- 
rency, offset in part by an increase of 
$84,000,000 in non-member deposits and 
other Federal Reserve accounts. Excess 
reserves of member banks on June 14 
were estimated to oe approximately $4,- 
260,000,000, a decrease of $20,000,000 
for the week.”

The National Collegiate track and 
field championships get under way 
today with 200 of the country’s fin- 
est athletes battling to qualify in 10 
events for places in tomorrow's 
finals. 

Nine N. C. A. A. champions were 
here to defend titles won in 1938, 
including two-crown hurdle champ 
Fred Wolcott of Rice, and six of 
them go into action today in heats 
and field trials of the 100-yard dash, 
220, 440, 880, 420 high and 220 low 
hurdles, shotput, discus, javelin and 
running broad jump.

The mighty Trojans of Southern 
California remaihed favorites to 
capture their fifth straight N. C. A.

ASE M-142: Samuel B., aged 20, is a college senior. 
£ “Why is it that professors seem to be such poor public speak- 

ers?” he asked. “I’ve seen almost half the class asleep in various of 
my courses, And it isn’t altogether our fault, though I suppose the pro- 
fessors try to alibi out of the situation by 
saying we are dumb. Many of us enroll 
in courses which at least sound as if they'd 
be of interest and value. Then we find 
ourselves put to sleep by a monotonous 
delivery and long, six-syllable words. 

“It seems to me that the first gwinciple 
of good teaching should be the art of keep- 
ing the audience awake and enthusiastic. 
Many teachers seem deliberately to kill all 
interest in their courses. Dr. Crane, if I 
were president of the university, I'd fire 
about 60 per cent of the faculty as being 
incompetent. Does this sound radical?” 

oo 

DIAGNOSIS: It may sound somewhat 
radical, but this critical analysis of the instruction which Samuel is 
paying good money for, is certainly a very wholesome sign. If more 
students would protest when they aren’t getting their money’s worth, it 
would lead to a higher type of university instruction. I realize that 
many complacent professors will violently oppose my position in this 
matter, but they are the ones who are usually the Doctors of Somno- 
lence. 

Colleges are supposed to be the citadels of liberalism, but in their 
educational methods and procedures they are often archaic. Students 
are compelled to sit through deadly lectures which the intelligent pub- 
lic would refuse to attend, and certainly wouldn’t pay to hear. 

Samuel's indictment of college instruction is an excellent illustra- 
tion of the psychologist’s modern emphasis on the consumer survey. 
Psychologists have long stressed frequent market surveys in the realm 
of business. We urge manufacturers and retailers to analyze the cus- 
tomer’s wants and attitudes. If the consumer dislikes the product, 
and offers valid objections, then it is good business to remodel the mer- 
chandise to fit the customer’s wants and basic habits. 

WE NEED MORE psychological surveying of educational products 
and of those professors who are the “manufacturers” of such merchan- 
dise. Imagine the stupidity of a professor who discusses the Chino- 
Japanese affair and states that the only thing which staves off the 
financial collapse of Japan is “the aggregate of the instrumentalities 
of totalitarianism for postponing the incidence of social and economic 
law.” I am quoting exactly from a current highbrow magazine. 

Is it any wonder that students go to sleep in class, or that they 
graduate from such courses with little common sense? Such lectures 
encourage the use of long; jawbreaker words as an evidence of educa- 
tion. 

The use of such big words is typical of children and ignorant per- 
sons. Higher education has too long been linked with a worship of big 
words until now the professors themselves are enslaved by the habit. 
In fact, I wonder if many of them aren’t lulled into complacency by 


their own polysyliables.

D’Oyly-Hughes, the possibility of 
dealing a heavy blow to the enemy 
by destroying a concrete viaduct 
of the Berlin-Bagdad Railway— 
the vital eastern link in the Turkish 
communications. 

On one occasion, Nasmith dived 
close inshore and shelled the via- 
duct with his single gun, but’a hot 
fire from the shore forced him to 
dive for safety. This convinced 
the E-11’s Captain that shells from 
his puny gun were not likely to 
have an appreciable effect on the 
viaduct. 

Then it was that Nasmith and 
D’Oyly-Hughes got their heads to- 
gether and planned one of the most 
daring exploits of the whole war. 

On the night of Aug. 20 the 
plan was put into operation. At 
2 a. m. on Aug. 21, E-11, trimmed 
down so that only her conning 
tower showed above the calm sea, 
crept towards the shore of the Gulf 
of Ismid. Very slowly she came 
in, until her stern grounded gently 
a few yards from the rocks under 
the towering cliffs. Over the side 
of the conning tower was lowered 
into the water a small raft. On 
it were packed Lieut. D’Oyly- 
Hughes’ uniform, a 16-pound tin 
of guncotton, a whistle and a spe- 
cially sharpened bayonet which 
could be used for silencing enemy 
sentries without noise. Then 
D’Oyly-Hughes slipped into the wa- 
ter and swam towards the shore, 
pushing the raft in front of him. 
It did not take D’Oyly-Hughes 
long to reach the shore. But on 
closer inspection he found that the 
cliffs just there were unscalable. 
So he launched his raft again and 
swam slowly on, looking for a like- 
ly place. A quarter of a mile along 
the coast he found that the cliffs 
were lower and less precipitous. 
There he landed and got quickly 


into his uniform—for to be caught 
in enemy territory out of uniform 
is to be shot as a spy. Then he 
climbed the cliffs—slowly, because

He crept forward and found 
three men, sitting beside the line 
and gossiping volubly, quite un- 
conscious of the proximity of a 
daring young British submarine of- 
ficer. 

The presence of the Turkish 
picket was awkward. D’Oyly- 
Hughes could not deal with three 
men in the silence of the night 
without raising a general alarm. 
But to get to the viaduct he had 
o pass them. That would mean 4 
wide detour, which, if he carried 
his load of explosives, would take 
a lot of precious time. Time was 
of the utmost importance if he was 
to reconnoiter as far as the via- 
duct, for it was not long before 
dawn. 

He decided to travel light for 
his reconnoitering expedition, so he 
hid his explosives beside the rail- 
way line and hurried off unham- 
pered to get round the Turkish 
picket. The country inland was 
cultivated and totted with what 
appeared to be farm buildings. 
These he had to avoid, and yet 
preserve his sense of direction. 
It was one of these little farms 
which almost proved his undoing. 
D’Oyly-Hughes climbed over a low 
wall which seemed to divide two 
fields. As he did so he stumbled 
—and landed in the middle of a 
poultry yard. The outraged birds 
raised a terrific din. D’Oyly-Hughes’ 
heart almost stopped. It seemed 
that these confounded hens would 
rouse the whole countryside, that 
his cherished mission had gone 
by the board, and that he would 
be rounded up, to spend the rest 
of the war in a prison camp. 

But apparently Turks are ac- 
customed to hearing panic and dis- 
turbance among their poultry in 
the small hours, Anyway, nothing 
more happened, and D’Oyly-Hughes 
took himself away from that farm 
as fast as he could.

Then there was the problem of 
firing the fuse. This had to be 
done by pushing its end into the 
barrel of -a little pistol-like con- 
traption and then pulling the trig- 
ger.

He decided on a bold stroke. He 
fired the fuse. The crack of the 
firing-pistol split the silence of the 
night.

Then he 
started to run down the line, keep- 
ing well in view. He might have 
taken to the scrub and found in 
it some sort of cover, but his main 
idea was to hold the attention of 
the Turks. So long as they chased 
him they would be unlikely to find 
the fuse which hissed softly under 
the culvert. So D’Oyly-Hughes 
ran in the open, and to engage 
the Turks still further he checked in 
his run and fired two shots at his 
pursuers with his revolver.

By this time the Turks were get- 
ting desperate over the constant 
interruption of their communica- 
tions. That the situation was re- 
garded by the enemy as dangerous 
we know from Admiral von Tir- 
pitz, who wrote: “The situation is 
obviously very critical. Should the 
Dardanelles fall, the World War 
has been decided against us.” 

In an effort to get supplies 
through to Gallipoli, the Turks 
adopted a sort of convoy system. 
One evening late in August, E-11 
sighted a convoy of eight sailing 
vessels being towed by three tugs 
and escorted by a destroyer. E-11 
shadowed the convoy all night, and 
by daylight she was diving  be- 
tween the convoy and the shore, 
under the shelter of which these 
processions usually stopped by day. 
Nasmith wanted to torpedo the 
destroyer first, but she zigzagged 
away from the submarine just as 
his sights were coming on. 

The situation presented rather a 
problem. Nasmith certainly did 
not want to waste torpedoes on 
tugs and sailing vessels, with every 
chance of the torpedoes running 
under their bottoms. Yet he could 
not surface and use his gun with 
the destroyer close to him. The 
destroyer herself produced the so- 
lution. She dashed off to round 
up one of the tugs, which had ap- 
parently had engine trouble and 
had fallen behind. While the de- 
stroyer was playing sheep dog, 
E-11 bobbed up and gave the lead- 
ing tug and her tow of four sailing 
vessels a good hammering with her 
12-pounder gun. The destroyer 
dashed back, and E-11 had to dive; 
but the tug and one sailing vessel 
were too badly damaged to move, 
and the other three had scattered 
under sail. 

The destroyer did not seem to 
like the idea of staying in the vi- 
cinity of a submerged submarine, 
and sheered off.

N SEPT. 4, 1915, the day after

E-7 passed Kilid Bahr at 6:30 
a. m., her periscope being.fired at 
by the forts at a range of 200 
yards. Later Cochrane sighted the 
buoys of the anti-submarine net off 
Nagara Point. He took E-7 down to 
100 feet and increased to full speed 
to charge the net. 

E-7’s bows cut through the net 
all right, but one of the trailing 
ends of the wire rope became en- 
tangled in her starboard propeller, 
and the starboard motor had to be 
hurriedly stopped. The effect of 
this, coupled with the strong cur- 
rent and the fact that the wires 
held E-7 by the starboard side of 
her tail, was to swing the subma- 
rine round to port. The current 
swept her down broadside on into 
the net, in which she got even more 
entangled. 

Cochrane’s report of the next few 
hours runs as follows: 

“8:30 a. m. A mine exploded a 
few hundred feet from the boat, no 
damage being done.
